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Bauer ‘very excited’ about proposal for 
UNO's first-ever doctoral program

A proposal to offer UNO"s first totally-controlled doc- 
toral degree program will be introduced to the University of 
Nebraska Board of Regentsatits monthly meeting Saturday. 


The program would offer doctoral degrees in criminal . 


justice through the Graduate College of the University of 
Nebraska, 

Otto Bauer, vice chancellor of academic affairs, said UNO 
wouldncedtobs accredited for doctoral programs by the North 
Central Association’sCommissiononlighcrEducation forthe 
proposed program to be approved. 

Hosaidofficials oftheassociationareexpectcd tovisit UNO 
early next year to study the proposal and other academic areas, 

Bauer said the program would be a very important step 
forward for the university, 
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“Pm very exelted. 1 belicve we have faculty of special 
quality in this program,” he said, ° 

According to a need statement to be presented to the 
board, UNO is proposing the doctoral program because it 
has statewide responsibility for graduate-level programs in 
criminal justice and has becn engaged for three years in 
planning, which lead to the development of the proposed 
program. 

The statement also noted that necessary resources are in 
place to initiate the program, although in the longer temn, the 
available resources would have to be increased by approxi- 
mately 10 percent in order to have a doctoral program which 
would rate among the nation’s best. 

Thesercsourcesare being requested from the Legislature for 
the 1993-95 biennium. In addition, an endowment is being 
sought with tbe assistance of the University of Nebraska 
Foundation. 

The statement noted the proposcd program is important 
because of the demand from colleges, universilics and public 
agencies forindividuals trained atthe doctoral levelincriminal 
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justice has grown dramatically during the last 10 years. 

Despite this demand, no doctoral programs in this field are 
located in the mid-section of the United States. 

‘The quality and reputation of the department of criminal 
justice at UNO make it the obvious choice for the establish. 
pee of the first such program in the region, the statement 
noted, 

Vincent Webb, chairman of the criminal justice department, 
sald hie sees tremendous benefits for UNO in the proposed 


gram, 

“f think itis going to put our depariment a litle bit more on 
the map than what it already is now,” he sald, “Itis going tobe 
easier to recruit top quality faculty and students.” 

Webb saidclasses totaling about 90hours would be required 
toreceiveadoctoraldegrceafterastudcntreceivedabachelor's 
degree, Included in that amount would be requirements for a 
master’s degree, 

He said courses taught in the proposed program would 
include corrections, criminal justice policy and analysis, race 
and crime, and gender and crime.

For 
anyone suffering from such symptoms, 
Hoover recommended immediate medical 
aliention.

“The history ofthis thing (parking problem) 
goes back years ago,” David Castilow, director 
of business services, told the Scnate, asking 
their opinions on the recommendations by the 
Parking Advisory Commiltce, 

The recommendations propose denying 
parkingoncampusbefore 12:30 p.m.on weeke 
days toall freshmen and new facully and staff, 
except for disabled people and top Ievel ad- 
mintstrators. 

“This tries to make the parking 
situation better for a period ef time. Remember 
when we opened the parking structure? Every- 
thing was real good for about a semester,” 
Castilow sald, 

The reduction of congestion the parking 
garage offered was offset by students who de- 


Hanon said the bacterial spread of this 
discaseeccurs “by humancontact withdrop- 
tet infection, from the nose and throat, from 
mucous Membranes. Thelr coughing or 
sneézing, or being directly next to them 
would be greatest risk, People who are in 
direct contact with tis individual, housee 
hold members, someone who was intimate 
withthis individual, wouldnecdthe rifampin 
antibiotic.” 

Hanon told the students not to panic about 
the illness, 

“You are at minimal tisk,” she said. 

The student’s illness is an infection of the 
membranes that lines the brain and the spinal 
cord, snid Dr. Mark Rupp, assistant professor 
of internal medicine at the University of Ne- 
braska Medical Center. 

“It’s one of the few diseases that can take 
anotherwisehcalthy 18-year-oldtoneardcath 
within a day or two,” he said. 

Fortunately, if caught carly, meningococ- 
cal meningitis can bo treated, Rupp said. “It 
hasremained susceptible to penicillin as well 
as other agents, The antibiotic treatment of it 
has not been difficult, it’s just when it 
= that it becomes a problem.”

College and high school students admitted 
to cheating, lying and stealing ina two-year 
national study on cthics, areport released in 
November said. 

The study, taken by the Califomia-based 
Josephson Institute of Ethics, involved in- 
terviewing 8,965 young people nationwide 
and fecused on ethics. Not all of the young 
people polled were in school at the time. 

“There is ahole in the moral ezone and it 
is probably gclting bigger,” said Michael J. 
Josephson, president of the institute, 

The report, ic said, is indicative that the 
present 15-to30-year-old gencrationis more 
likely to engage in dishonest and itzespon- 
sible behavior than older generations. 

“Whether things are worse or not, they 
are clearly bad enough,” the report said, 

Among the findings from the survey: 

e Sixteen percent of college students and 
33 percent of igh schoo! students admitted 
to shoplifting. 

e Twenty-one percent of college students 
said they would falsify areport if necessary 
tokecp ajob. 

e Sixty-one percent of high school stu- 
dents and 32 percent of college students 
admitted they cheatedonanexam in the past 


year. 

eIn the arcaofrisky behavior, 25 percent 
of high school students and 42 percent of 
college students had es sex in the 


genetically disposed to self-serving and 


past ycar. 

“it is very clear there is an increase in 
cheating, It seems to me that there has been 
areal slippage in government in the impor. 
tance of honesty, and children, when they 
are being socialized, are exposed to this,” 
said Kevin Bricn, a philosophy professor at 
Washington College in Chestertown, Md. 

The Josephson Institute is a non-profit 
organization that studies varlous aspects of 
ethics. It took years to rescarch and com 
plete its study on young people and their 
attitudes toward lying, cheating and risky 
behavior. 

“While there is significant evidence that 
the present 15- to 30-year-old generation is 
more likely toengage in dishonest and irre- 
sponsibleconduct than previous gencrations, 
truly comparable benchmarks donotexistto 
establish. this fact,” the report said. “But 
whether things aremeasurably worscor not, 
they are clearly bad enough.” 

One in cight college students sald they 
licd to insurance companies, inflated cx- 
penseclaims, lied on financial aid formsand 
borrowed money with the intent of not pay- 
ing it back. At least 83 percent of high 
school students and 62 percent of college 
students fed to their parents at least once in 
the past year.

_other government and financial scandals in 


the past 12 years, may have a direct connec- 
tion with student attitudes about honesty 
and integrity. 

What was disturbing about the results, 
rescarchers said, was the amount of cyni- 
cism expressed both by high school and 
college students. Nearly 25 percent of high 
school students and 20 percent of college 
studcntsagreed with the statement, “Itisnot 
unethical to do whatever you have to do to 
succeed if you don’t seriousiy hurt other 
people.” 

Additionally, 74 percent of college stu- 
dents, as opposed to 51 percent of people 
polled who were not in school, agreed that, 
“most people will cheat or lic when it is 
necessary to get what they want.” 

. Socisty needs to teach a core of ethical 
values and “every social institution has the 
fesponsibility to promote the development 
of good character,” the report said, “Since 
people do not automatically develop good 
character, conscientious cfforismustbemade 
tohelp young people develop the valucsand 
abllitics necessary for moral decisionemake 
ing and conduct.”

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outsiders causing problems for our safety patrol,” she said. 
“We had a youngster with a difficulty on a van, and our 
school was opening about that time.” : 

This was all before school started at 8:50 am. Once 
school began, attention turned tothe United Way campaign, 
a letter to parents, visits to a few classrooms, students 
showing her their work and organizing fund-raising matcri- 
als with members ofthe Parent-Teachers Association (PTA) 
among other responsibilitics, Krause said, 

“These things are such joys anda fun part of the job,” she 
said. 

At lunch hour, Krause said, she pitches in to help (ced 
Washington’s students, cither as one of the workers, or to 
have lunch with students. Eating lunch with her students, 
Krause said, brings another delight of her job. “I really like 
todo that, andit’s anice time forme to visitinformally with 
the kids. And f think the kids enjoy the chance to sit and 
taik.” 

On this particular day, Krause said, “Aficr lunch, J 
worked with a couple of children whohad some difficulties 
and we've been talking about some good choices and somo 
poor choices they’ve made and trying to find a way they 
could handle it better if a similar situation occurred. Also, 
we had a couple of children who were fll, We need an 
(hearing) interpreter for our PTA meeting Tuesday night, 
and, of course, I’ve been trying to get through some of the 
piles on my desk.” 

In an effort to combat an image of the principal as “bad 
guy,” Krause said, she endeavors even from the time of 
“Kindergarten Round-Up,” when pre-schoolers visit Wash- 
ington, “to help them understand that the principal is a 
fricndof theirs, someone who has responsibilities tosec that 
they’re doing thelr best and someone who is really inter- 
ested in tiem.” 

Krause said she has seen many changes in approaches to 
education during her 25 years in education. 

“For example, we see a lot more cooperative [caring 
than we did. In the past, there was more lecturing. Now, 
there is more guided instruction, where the teacher is facifi- 
tating Icarning. There are a lot more questions from the 
students, and teachers are asking more questions that cause 
kids to think. We're also giving children the opportunity to 
do some peer tutoring, where one student is working with 
another, or in groups of three or four. And we're doing alot

first laboratory skin test fordetecting Marfan syndrome. The 
disordcrcanaffectthehcart, blood vessels, lungs, cyes, bones 
and ligaments. 

In 1991, the same group located the geno that is belicved 
to cause it. 

Now in 1992, researchers at the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center are the first to have found a way to diagnose 
the Marfan syndrome while a child is still in dic womb, 

_ Maurice Godfrey, Ph.D., director of the Connective Tis- 
suc Research Laboratory in the Moyer Rehabilitation Instt- 
tute at the Medical Center said, “This represents the first 
successful demonstration of prenatal diagnosis by genetic 


linkage analysis in the Marfan syndrome.” 

The gene causing Marfan syndrome usually is inherited 
from ons parent, giving cach child a $0 percent chance of 
inheriting the disorder. : 

Researchers at the University of Wisconsin in Madison 
have examined three generations of a family affected with 
Marfan syndrome, Of the 10 family members studicd, three 
were already clinically diagnosed with the disorder, 

Nancy Hantouli, now 37, found she had Marfan syndrome 


after an cye exam when she was 6 years old.

Now at approximately two months, tho baby girl al-

“But we still don’t know what the ultimate severity of the 
skeletal and probably cardiovascular abnormalities will be,” 
Godfrey said. 

Because allcells in the body contain the samesetof genes, 
blood samples from the Wisconsin family were all that was 
necded to see if they had the defect, 

This new procedure involved removing a small picce ofa 
membrane surrounding the developing embryo. 

The samples were sent to Godfrey’s laboratory and th 
University of Connecticut Heali Science Center.’ 

“Since it was the first time around, we wanted to be sure 
wo gotitright,” Godfrey said, “So we did the analysis in two 
separate labs and both got the same results,” 

Affecting over 20,000 people in the United States, the 
disorder has no boundaries of race or gender. 

As the most common and most deadly of cardiovascular 
gencticdefects, Marfan'syndromeincludes some very unique 
features to those affected, 

Long, thin limbs, long fingers and thumbs, spinal curva- 
ture, and dislocated cye lens are some of the characteristics, 

At times the disorder can cause sudden death to those 
unaware they are affected, 

According to Godfrey, about 90 percent of those who 


|. inherit the Marfan syndrome will eventually die dus to 


cardiovascular complications, 

The cause is usually a weakness of the heart vaives and 
weakness of the aorta, the large artery that distributes blood 
from the heart to the rest of the body. 

The aorta will often stretch until it tears, causing sudden 
death. 

Godfrey said according tosomereports, that SOpercentof - 
pregnant women whohavemoderatetosevere Marfan-tinked 
cardiovascular complications die just befare, during or after 
delivery of their babies. 

The findings ofthis new procedure were recently revealed 
atthe American Meart Association’s 65th Scientific Sessions 
by Godfrey. The Scientific Sessions began Nov. 16th this © 
year in New Orleans. The meeting attracted 26,000 scientists 
from around the world.

Man has regarded eclipses of the moon 
withaweandsuperstitionsince the beginning 
of civilization. 

In fact, according to an article in the De- 
cember Sky & Telescope, superstition of lu- 
nareclipses were partially responsible forthe 
defeat of Athens at Syracuse in 413 B.C., the 
fall of Constantinople in 1454 and the Ara- 
bian victory over the Turks during World 
War I, 

The first total lunar eclipse in more than 
threes years will be in view for most of North 
America to witness on Wednesday, 

Lunar eclipscs occur when the moon 
crosses the Earth’s shadow in its elliptical 
orbit atound the sun, according to Jay M. 
Pasachoff in his book “Astronomy: From the 
Earth to the Universe.” However, Pasachoff 
writes, Uic orbit ef the moon is tilted five 
degrees with respect to the orbit of the Earth 
so that usually the moon is higher or. lower

Thenames Darryl Stingley, 
Mike Utley and Dennis Byrd come to mind. 

Byrd's injury a week ago has rekindled awareness of die 
risks taken by football players, especially those in the 
National Football League (NFL). It used to be just the knee 
injury chat made players and coaches cringe. Many players’ 
careers were shortened or immediately succumbed to the 
knee injury. Gale Sayers, Joc Namath and Joc Theismann 
are some of the more notable victims. 

But pected head and ca un are starting to raise 


some eyebrows in football circles. 

The New York Jets lost all-pro wide recciver Al Toon to 
early retirement a week before Byrd’s paralytic collision. 
Toon, 29, retired because his physician told him if he 
suffered anolicrconcussion, hecouldhavepermanentbrain | 
damage. Toon had nine concussions during his seven-year 
career. 

Houston Oiler quarterback Warren Moon hasbeen on the 
disabled listafter suffering aconcussion from abrutat hitby 
Pittsburgh defensive back Rod Woodson. Moon has ap- 
peared on several football pre-game shows expressing his 
concern with the downfalls of playing on artificial turf, 

Then there are the injuries that are for keeps. In a 1978 
game between the New England Patriots and Oakland Raid- 
ers, wide receiver Darryl Stinglcy sustained a paralytic 
injury after being hit by Raider defensive back Jack Tatum. 
Adding controversy to Stingley’s injury was the reputation 
Tatum had as being a dirty player. 

Buffalo defensive end Bruce Smith said many players 
choose to “goaftcr and hurt” another playcras ameasure of 
revenge against an opponent celebrating a productive play. 

Less than 14 years since Stingley’s tragic injury, two 
playcrs have suffered paralytic injurics. Byrd has some 
hope, as doctors have reported movement in his legs. For 
Mike Utley, there is a long road to recovery, and that road

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The advances in football, areciaty at 


the professional level, are contributing face 
tors in the increasing number of injuries. 
Today, anoffensive lineman’s weight in the 
NEL averages more than 300 Ibs. Fifteen 
years ago it was rare to find a player that 
weighed more than 280. Not only aro these 
playcts bigger, but they are fastcrand stron- 
ger. Weighttraining and steroid-usoarecred- 
ited. 

Linemen are not the only players that 
have grown in leaps and bounds, All posie 
tons have seen cnormous growth. Look at 
the size of some pro running backs. Craig 
Heyward, 280, Christian Okoye, 260, Marion 
Butts, 248, and Barry Word, 240, are the 
size of linemen 10 ycars ago. 

Imagine a small defensive back trying to 
tackic one of these ball carricrs. Atlanta 
Falcon safety Scott Case bounced off 
Heyward tike a rag doll in last Thursday’s 
game when he tried to stop him.
